DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's advisory action filed 8/24/2010, with respect to claims 1-12,14-18, and 20 
have been fully considered .The dependent claims 13,14,19, and 21 previously indicated 

allowable ( see final rejection 6/24/2010) has been incorporated into each of claim 1,7 
and 8 . The 103(a) rejection of claims 1-12, 14-18, and 20 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12, 14-18, and 20 are allowed. 

After reviewing the remarks made by the Applicant in response to the non-final office action 
the Examiner finds the remarks to be persuasive. The combination of cited references Zlokolica 
ET al (Video denoising using multiple class averaging with multiresolution. University of Ghent, 
Belgium) , Eck et al ( US 2006/0072845), and Brailean et al( Noise Reduction: Filters for 
Djoiamic Image sequence: A Review); do not teach or suggest the features of claim o the newly 
added features. No other found prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests the combination of 
claimed elements wherein : 

"temporally filtering at least a portion of the slices for differently filtering the slices 
according to the content, wherein one or more high frequency slices are filtered at a greater rate 
than one or more low frequency slices, wherein the one or more low frequency slices include 
slowly spatially var5dng background masses in a sequence of images; and the filter comprises 
one or more temporal filters that adapts to a temporal component of each slice."

The Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references in an 
obviousness rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance.
